Southwest farm products moved 
largely in steady to stronger mar­ 
kets during the past week, the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture’s Pro­ 
duction and Marketing Administra­ 
tion reports. 
Less cattle and sheep arrived at 
southwest and midwest markets last 
week than the week before, and 
more hogs and calves. Most chang­ 
ed were not large. 
Cattle and calves sold unchanged 
to SI higher for the week at Texas 
markets, and unchanged to 50 cents 
higher at Oklahoma City and Den­ 
ver. 
However fed cattle gained 
around $1.50 
at 
Denver, 
where 
choi e steers reached $32, highest 
ef the year. 
Most markets paid 
around 
50 
cents more for hogs than a week 
ago. 
However, sows and pigs clos­ 
ed unchanged at Fort Worth, as 
did all hog classes at San Antonio. 
Top hogs sold from $18 .50 to $18 .75 
at Texas markets and at $19.25 at 
Denver. 
Dressed beef advanced $2 to $6 
at Eastern wholesale markets, but 
veal and calf sold weak to $2 low.’- 
er. 
Other meats were 
steady 
to 
strong except Boston butts. 
Spring chickens sold a little high­ 
er than a week earlier, but other 
eggs and poultry held about un­ 
changed. Northwest Arkansas grow­ 
ers received mostly 28 cents a pound 
at the farm for 2 3-4 to 3 pound 
broilers. 
Best fryers brought 28 to 
30 cents at Dallas.

Oysters Safe for 
Food Any Month if 
Rig htly Hand led 


Some people claim oysters are 
good during the months which have 
R in their spelling. 
But the Texas State Health De­ 
partment says oysters are not safe 
any month, with or without the R, 
if the seafood has not been cultiva­ 
ted. shucked, packed, and shipped 
under sanitary conditions. 
Texas’ veteran state health offi­ 
cer, Dr. George W. Cox, says oysters 
have much to commend them as a 
source of food. 
“They have protein of good qual­ 
ity, iron, and copper (important as 
a protection against anemia), io­ 
dine, which is essential to proper 
workng of the throid gland, and a 
fair amount of vitamins,” Cox says. 
But he adds emphatically, “Beware 
of uncertified oysters.” 
According to the doctor, each 
oyster grower in Texas is given a 
certificate of approval for the oys­ 
ter bed he uses, provided health de­ 
partment officials find the beds 
free froni pollution, and the shuck­ 
ing houses are clean and well-kept. 
Otherwise, no certificate. 
Each shucking house( where oys­ 
ters are opened) must have a certi­ 
ficate showing all employees are 
free from communicable diseasese, 
especially typhoid fever. The certi­ 
ficates are issued annually. 
The federal government cooper­ 
ate' with the state by keeping a list 
of all certified shippers in Texas. If 
a shipper isn’t certified by the State

Department, 
his 
oysters 
can’t be shipped in interstate com­ 
merce. And since Texas has some 
fine oyster beds, Dr. Cox says the 
interstate commerce ruling is an 
incentive for oyster shippers to ad­ 
here to sanitary practices. Other­
